A OA clerk and a relative of 
Ghana’s leader were charged 
Thursday with espionage in a 
scheme the FBI says blew the 
CIA’s cover In the troubled Af- 
rican nation. 

CIA clerk Sharon M. Scran- 
age, 29, of King George. Va. 
and Michael Agbotul Souasou- 
dto, 39, a citizen of Ghana, face 
life In prison, FBI Director Wil- 
liam H. Webster said. 

An FBI affidavit said the spy- 
ing began in 1963 when Scran- 
age, then with the QA for sev- 
en years, was assisted to Ac- 
cra, Ghana. Authorities believe 
the two became lovers.

Scranage, a divorcee who 
earns $22,000 a year, admits 
she gave Souamudis the names 
of OA agents and confidential 
informants In Ghana, «i»n g 
with a OA report on Ghanaian 
leader Jerry Rawlings’ efforts 
to buy Libyan weapons, the af- 
fidavit said. SousBOudis to be- 
lieved to be Rawlings’ nephew. 

The CIA recalled agents 
from Ghana after uncovering 
the vying, authorities said. 

Soussoudls was arrested 
Wednesday, Scranage Thurs- 
day — both in northern virgin, 
la. Scranage to the fourth OA 
employee charged with spying 
against the United States. 

In another case, a federal
